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THK OPIUM DECREE,

(Daily Pres-, 29th June.) 

Sqturday, the 22:.dJune waa the day fixed 
under the newly awakened self-conscivusness 
of China for closing’finally the opium dens 
of Shanghai City. Toe Taotai of the district 
had been helding out denunciations against 
the opium habit, along with the promise of 
honours for those who conformed exrrly to 
the new regulations, and closed their 
establishmente in udvance of the appointed 
day; and several keepers of opium divans 
had spontaneously submitted, and to each 
of these was presented a medal in token of 
their acquiescence and support, and their 
intention to become law-abiding citizens. 
To secure acquiescence on the part of those 
who held out to the end, the Taotai 
ordered up from the garrison at Woosuvg 
some four hundred armed troops, and these 
were statioued in parties, each urider the 
command of its regular officers, just out- 
side the West Gate of the city, and composed 
a very orderly and respectuble force, well 
driiled and armed with Mauser rifles, and in 
strange contrast with the go-called soldiers 
of but a few yearsago. To suppicment these 
in case of need there were stated to have been 
enrolled some hundreds of volunteers, also 
under responsible officers, while the city 
has now for some time been patrolled 
by a regular police force in clean 
and serviceable khaki unifurms, who to 
judge from outer appearance have earned 
the confidence of the better class of the 
inhabitants. There was thus without any 
effort at ostentation a sufficient force to 
control any attempt at disorder on the part 
of the rowdy population who might feel 
aggrieved at the new order. The result 
was eminently satisfactory for the officials; 
the day passed absolutely without distur- 
bance of any sort; the people went about 
their business as on any ordinary day, and 
no groupings, nor discussions were to be 
noticed, nor had any force to be made use 
of to close a single opium-smoking den. 
Shanghai, in fact, wore its ordinary every- 
day aspect, aud no one entering the city 
would suppose that it was about to undergo 
by force the greate-t change in the habits 
of its inhabitants that any modern city has 
had to submit ta. ‘those who only know 
Shanghai city from the recollectiongof even 
a few years ago, would be much surprised 
on paying it avisit now to note the general 
march of improvemert. Filthy and un- 
paved streets are now converted into cleanly 
and nicely paved alley ways; the city is 


supplied with water; many of the most 


filthy of the ditches are becoming 
filled up, aud the streets widened; the 
roadways are fairly well cleansed, and 


a general air of comfort prevails in lieu of 


the former poverty-stricken conditions of 
the place. {In the shops and houses there is 
now an air of comfort and prosperity; new 
houses aud signs appear on every side, and 
the contents of the shops can now vie for 
attractiveness and value with those of the 
best kept thoroughfares of the adjacent 
Foreign Settlemeuts. It was to be expected 
then that the inhabitants are in no mood to 
encourage disorder; and that the officials 
find them ranged on the side of willing sub- 
missiuon, = 

On the other band the extreme quietuue 
which prevailed in the city ou the 22nd, 
yaises a suspicion that some sort of & modus 
vivendi tax been discovered. There is no 
population in the world more impatient of 
any government interference with its ordinary 
customs and manners than the Chiuese, and 
no one knows better how to circumvent any 
attempt through the deepest laid plots to 
deprive him of any luxury or vice to which 
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he may have become accustomed. Mere 
‘outward signa of co-operation are here no 
; proof whatever of incidence; and, if gene- 
rally believed reports be true, a way out of 
| the difficulty which will neither compromise | 
the officials nor deprive the smoker of his : 
‘luxury has been found. 
| It is true that the opium fiend can still 
find satisfaction in the Foreign Settlements 
where no snti-opium ordinance has as yet 
| been passed, but we doubt. if the closure of 
ders in the City will be found to affect in any | 
way advantageously those in the Settle- 
ments. As a fact opium swoking dena 
have never been much in evidence in 
Shanghai city, yet. there is no reason to 
believe that the habit is less prevalent there 
thav in otber parts of the Empire. As 
a rule every one who is disposed to 
smoke opium can do eo, and there is 
no particular obloquy attached to the 
practice. There must be hundreds, if 
not thousands dependent for their living on 
the practice of the vice, and it would not 
be consonant with ordinary human nature, 
thnt these without any compensation what- 
ever, should without a word of protest, give 
up a line of life to which they have been 
accustomed, and in many cases their 
ancestors on‘ hoth sides for generations. 
The very readiness of the populace of Shang- 
hai to accept the new situation is open to 
the suspicion that some compromise which 
will enable the old system, though for the 
present carried on clandestinely, to eurvive 
has been arrived at; and this is quite in 
consonance with what we know of the 
general tendency of the Chinese government. 
A notable iustance of this is the sa't smug- 
gling which prevails under concealed official 
protection throughout the province of 
Kiangsu, and is more eapecially prevalent 
in this very district of Shanghai, where it 
introduces a very undesirable element of 
disorder into Municipal Police administra- 
tion, and where to it can be directly traced 
wuch of the rowdyism which marks large 
districts along the north of the foreiya 
settlements. , 

In England we know from experience, 
even under so powerful a government as 
| that of Great Britain, how extremely diffi- 
cult it is to putin practice laws contrary to 
the feelings cf any large sections of the 
pecple at large. Even in such petty ‘ques- 
tions as vaccination we know how strong 
is the opposition of the so-called ‘‘consc‘en- 
tious objector.” The proportion of the 
population in China who object to their 
cpium smoking being interfered with is 
immeasurably greater, and the Chinese are 
the most ingenious people on the face of the 
earth for evading unpopular lJawe, so that 
we must awnzit further developments before 


opium smoking, even within the narrow 
limits of Shanghai.

In a inultitude of words there may be con- :

The situng 
was given up to a discuasion on the housing 
question as it exists in Hongkong, but in 
ita result it could neither be described as 
enligh‘ening nor practical. The real point 
at issue was never once made clear, and 
beyond the fact that an influential com- 
mit‘ee was appointed ° to investigate the 
cubicle problem, the debate was of very 
questionable value indeed. It tended to 
confusion of thought rather than clarity of

vision, and it is with the view of endea- 
vouring {o remove the misunderstanding 
created that we make another reference to 


| the subject. 


At the oulset it might be profitable to 
secure a common understanding with 
respect to the principle term employed. 
That is the word cubicle. It hag been 
somewhat loosely used, and in consequence 
there has been wrangling and angry dis- 
cussion where unanimity ought to be found. 
A cubicle is really a divis‘on or apartment 
in a legal room. A cubicle is window- 
lesa, bul a legal room must hnve a 
window. No legs an authority than the 
Hon. Director or Pusiic Works him- 
self in the proposition for a new type 
of house—to which further reference 
will be made—is guilty of terminological 
laxity, inasmuch ne he describes the~five 
windowed apartments in the floor of the 
two houses shown aa cubiclea instead of 
rooms. This is not meotioned iu a spirit 
of hypercriticiam but merely to indicute 
the necessity of being agreed upon terms 
befors we can hope to have clearness of 
thought and expression and ultimate 


! unanimity in the conclusions arrived at and 


Lhe opinions based thereon. Having agreed 
upon our term, we shall proceed. As has 
been poiuted out before, the type of houses 
provided for Chinese here is peculiar to 
Hongkong. The style is neither European 
nor Chinese, and judged by Western ideas 
it has little to comerend it. But it is hee 
that mauy people allow themse'ves tv fall 
into error. A European criterion cannot 
be applied entirely to Eastern conditions, 


and repugnant as overcrowding istoadvanced - 
thought in other lands, it is less repellant ~ 


where Chinese ore ce ncerned, ag no matter 
in what environment they are placed 
the instinct to herd together asserts itself 
among this people. Therefore, overcrowding 
in itself is not a particularly crying evil, 
and we aie not sv much concerned with the 
lack of accommodation as the insamitary 
conditions which prevail in that limited 
accommodation. Dirt and squalor, absence 
of light and fresh air conspire to produce 
innumeralle diseases and this menace to the 
public health is provocative of uneasiness 
nmong Furuperns and activity among sani- 
tary officials. Cubicles must be abolished, 


said tbe medical authorities and the autbori-" 


tica vainly attempted to act on the advice, 
forgetful of the economic conditions which 
dominate the lives of the masses. Thata 


mistake wax committed then no one attempts ° 


to deny, but that th» Governmeut was 
altogether blameworthy is not s» readily 
admitted. After all it bas to be remembered 
that gover:ments and public bodies general- 
ly are at the mercy of the experts whom 
they employ and in this matter it requ'res

No, the remedy will have to he a 
gradual one. As _ huildings become dila- 
pidated and insanitary areas are discovered, 
there will be resumptions which will give 
opportunity for an improved type of house. 
Plans for a new type have already heea 
submitted to the Legislative Council but 
Thareday’s discussion did not make this 
clear, These certainly offer an improvement 
on the existing style. The centre of each 
block will contain only a house or shop 
rising to the first floor, leaving an open 
space above, which will gire requisite 
external air to the floors of the adjacent 
houses and permit of the insertion of lateral 
windows, so that. instead of three cubicles in 
the ordinary 'ype there will be five-windowed 
rooms @ trifle emaller than the cubicle, vo 
doubt, in the new type. Thus ten families 
can be accommodated where wine are 
housed at present, and while this will 
have very little effect on overcrowding 
itself, it ought to improve the sanitation of 
the locality. That, in itself, is uo small 
achievement, and as a detizite proposal, 
showing the possibility of some improve- 
nent, the suggestion of the Director uF 
Poustic Works deserves svinpathetie cun- 
sideration. .

EAST AND WEST.

(Daily Presz, 2nd July). 
The unrest which has arisen in India bas 
drawn puhljc_attention at home to the 
relations existing between Eur-pean and 
~Easteen races and the diffeulty which 
conetantly crops up, of arriving at any 
satisfactory mutual understanding. People 
in China are as familiar with this question 
as those in India ; but it is to be feared that 
they have arrived at no more definite con- 
clusions on the eubject, than, ta judge from 
information from the hest sources, have 
been attained to in India. There is a 
saving belief ayong Europeans and more 
especially so aniong Englishman that what 
has proved efficacious in the West must be 
equally so in the East, aud this conviction 
is adhered to with commendable faith, in 
the face of undeniable facts that would by 
themselves lead to a pretisely opposite 
conclusion. The matter unfortunately is 
not one of abstract belief, but of hard facta, 


been brought about. In India the Covern- 
“ment has for years past dealt with the 
‘people upon the broadest and most liberal 
principles. They have had as much free- 
don as it is possible to give then; 
education upon Western lines has been not 
only permitted but assisted and encouraged 
to the utmost ; justice has been impartially 
administered to all classes; taxation hus 
| been moderate and equitable; and, last but 
by no means least, little or no restraint has 
been placed upon the freedom of the Press. 
Ifthe people would not be contented with 
Government upon these Hines, it may he 
well asked what will content them. And 
1 Yet we find that discontent of a seriqus 
character has arisen, and is likely ta spread. 
. This is certiuinly by no means encouraging ; 
land it is not surprising that speculation 
‘bas been rife as to what is the cause of this 
; continued disaffection. Some w Hl in‘ormed 
publicists are inclined to put it dawn to an 


aud Western mind; and to some extent this 
is true: but it is by no means the only 
cause of the difticultv, Rastern peopl 
look dewn upon Europeans very much in 
the game way as all people of quick 
aud incisive ivtellect despise those of slower 
but often much more soli: utderstan-‘ling— 
and while we openly smile at their peculiari- 
ties. thoy secretly Liughat var incunsistencies 
Which they perceive with a clearness that 
would astonish us, if they gave utterance to 
their real thouvhts. Once in a wav this is 
done, and we wake up to the fact that they 
have ‘bettered the instruction” with 
respect to some of our most cheri-hed prin- 
ciples in a manner which is at least a little 
embarrassing. It is something of this kind 
that has taken place in India. We have 
thought that we could not do hetter than 
encourage a large number of Indian 
| students to study amoung other thines our 
stperior principles of Government, and the 
result ia Chat tuey have come to ask why 
these hih-ral principles sheull nat he 
earried to their lezitimate conclusion. and 
the people of Tudia he allowed to vovern 
themselves their own way. ‘I'v this (ques- 
tion in the abstract it is not easy to give 
uw reply; and the answer ts if on the 
basis of simple faot, is net one that js likely 
to he accep‘ed. The truth ix that certain 
people have the power of Gaverninent, aud 
also of self Government; and others not. 
withstanding that they may have equally 
geod or possibly better intellectual faculties 
have not from one cause or other thie 
| pewer of governing. This we know te 
be the state of matters in India; but it is 
hardly to be supposed that the fac will 
be readily recognised by the Tudian peapl- 
generally and it is not surprising that they 
are easily misled by the “educated native", 
| Whose one ida of the value of his education 
ig to make use of it fur his own aggrandise- 
, nent. [t is not unnatural that under the 
'clcumstances that have arisen the idea las 
teen mouted that some restraint shou'd be 
| put upon the liberty of the Pre:s, by means 
of which the above named views have been 
_ Widely disseminated; but it is juatly 
{Observed by the Spretutor that “ India is the 
{last country wh re it is safe te sit on the

' been te case vears ago, it is ecrtaluly now 
‘tog late to apply any wsuch remely. It is 
far better that, except in extreme cases, 
which the law can reach in India as well as 
elsewhere, open discussion should be 
allowed, as certainly it will do lesa harm

PEKING LOSES PRESTIGE.

(Daily Press, July 4th.) 

Even excitaule people have now been 
enabled to realize that there is no anti- 
dynastic rebellion disturbing the Cliinese 
empire; and it is safe to say that there is 
no likelihood of such an interesting event 
for some time to come. On the other 
hand, this absence of active hostility to the 
reigning power docs not indicate a state 
of genera’ loyalty. Probably never in the 
long history cf the Empire was the Throne 
at Peking regarded with less respect. The 
great light introduced by the missionaries 
and spread by the press, the return of the 
Chinese student and his airing of bis 
foreign smartness, the ghost of democracy 
that has most undoubtedly been walking, 
these and other things have had their 
inevitable effect, 
Chinaman has learned to emulate the 
enlightened wits of the great centres of 
civilization, and to, so to speak, refer 
idsrespectfully to the equator. Jt is only 
an imaginary line—and perliaps, he doubt- 
less reflects, the connection between the 
great ones at Peking and the greater ones 
in spiritland is just 4s thin. Besides, he 
hag the example of those in high places. 
Viceroy SHum, peremptorily ordered to 
proceed forthwith to the Far West, never 
went. Later, ordered to hasten to Canton, 
where his great loyalty and splendid per- 
sonal atiainments made his early presence 
indispensable in a crisis, he didn’t hurry ;

CHAN WO AND OTHERS v. CHAN YAN, 

In this action the plaintiffs were the 
appellants, and the defendant respondent, the 
appeal being against a judgment of His Honour 
the Pnisne Judge. 

Sie Henry Berkeley, K.C.. and Hon. Mr. 
H. E, Pollock, K.C., instructed by Mr. C. D. 
Wilkinson (of Messrs. Wilkinson and Grist), 
appears for the appellants, and Mr. M. W. 
Slade, instructed by Mr. G. K. Hail Bratton 
(of Messrs. Bratton and Hett) represented the 
defendant, 

Sir Henry Berkeley stated that this was an 


Paisne Judgs in which he found on a q estion 
before him as to whether a certain assignm-nt 
had been altered before or af:er execation, that 
upon the balance of probabilities the alleration 
had been made after execution. His objnct 
would he to endeavour to persuade the Court, 
including the learned Puisne Judge, that had 
due weight been given to the evidence given at 
the Conrt below, the balance of probability was 
that the alteration was made with the consent 
of all the parties prior to the execution of the 
assignment.

Counsel then contended that the 
Puisns Judge had not quite made up his mind 
regarding his decision, as he stated ia the 
last paragraph: On the shole I am of opinion 
that the balance of probability lies with the 
defendant.” 

The Puisne-Jadge—I’d have non-suited the 
case if [ hado’t made up my mind. 

Sir Henry Berkeley-~I have a casa to show 
that where there is a question of doubt in the 
mind of a Judye, itis the duty of the Appsal 
Court to rehear the case. 

The Chief Justice—It is laid down that all 
decisions are only questions of balanciag 
probabilities. 

Sir Henry Berkeley—-J take it that isso, but

EXTENDING AN INSURANCE COMPANY S 
BUSINESS, 

The Hon, Mr. H. E. Pollock, K.C., mada 
an application to His Lordship the Chief 
Justice this morning with respect to the Man 
On Insurance Company. 

Mr. Pollock said the application was for 
the confirmation by the Court of certain 
resolutions which bad been passed with a view 
to extending the Company's business. The 
objects of the Company, as set out in the 
petition, included the business of a Marine 
insurance Company. Resolutions had been 
passed, and contirmed, extending the powars 
of the company to include fire as well as marine 
insurance, and also giting the Man On Com- 
pany power to reinsure any ri-k, eilher in 
whole orion part. That would relate to either 
class of insitance; it was frequent for insurance 
companies to re-inosure. ‘ 

His Lordship—The company hag power to 
re-insure marine; it will be limited to fire, so as 
not to include life. 

Mr. Pollock—It will be limited to the matters 
already mentioned, tire and marine. 

His Lordship—Thev desire to unite two 
entirely different companies such as fire and 
marine, though tl:ere is nu reason why they 
should not be united, if the conditions of the 
business were satisfactory—you will remamber 
the cise of the Lion in England where they 
combined fire and life, ‘he fira department 
broke the company up and the life p-ople did 
not get their movey. [ am spaaking from 
memory and my impression is that the opinion 
in Eogland required two separate capitals t» 
be divided if two separate businesses were 
combined, 

Mr. Pollock referred to a special caee in 
which wide extension was allowed. ‘Ihe Alliance 
Marine Insurance Company applied for 
extension to life, fire and accident. ‘There was 
evidence that such businesses were cummonly 
transacted by marine insurance companies, 
and similar affidavits had been filed in this case, 

His Lordship—I think 1 onght to be satis-fied 
with the capital. It seems to me that the 
capital is very smal] in this case. It is only 
$1,000,000, and only half bas been paid ap. One 
of the conditions undoubtedly would be to call 
up the outstanding capital. 1 could not possibly 
do it otherwise; the responsibility is too great, 
A judge has no training in these matters, and 
the Legislature bas thrown upon him a very 
great responsibility. I must be satisfied with 
the capital, and cannot treat these things as 
merely formal. 

An adjournment until July 16th was granted. 

AN ARBITRATION (Aank. 

Judgment was delivered in the matter uf the 
arbitration between the executrix anl the 
executors of Choy Chau deceased and Tsan 
King, contractor. 

Mr. M. W Slade, instructed by Mr. Holborow 
of Messrs, Deacon, Looker aud Deacon, appeared 
for the plaintiffs, and Sir Henry Berkeley, 
K.C.,, instracted by Mr. Hursthouse, appeared 
for the defendant,

So far as it is possible Mr. Danby. the arbitrator, 
must be kept distinct from Mr. Dan-y, the 
engineer, and what the latter has {o do cannot 
be done by the former, nor can the former 
do what the latter has left undone. Owing to 
the way in which clause !& is drafted there is 
no difficulty in this instanca in keeping Mr. 
Danby's two fuuctions quite distinct, He is 
not required to certify that there has bean 
unreisunable delay in compl+ting the work: but 
that the work could reasonably have been com- 
pleted by the date of completion, original or 
substituted. [tse-ms clear to me that, the works 
not being completed on the given date, the duty ! 
of the engineer was ther and there to cartify | 
that they could reasonably have been completed 
at that date. What Mr. Danby hag done is as 
arb:trator, after having been called on to expresa 
au opinion as to the uureasonab'eness of the 
delay.

In APPELLATE JURISDICTION. 


BEFORE THE FULL COURT. 

CHAN WO AND OTHE28 v. CHAN YAM. 

Their Lordships delivered jadgment in this 
action ion which tue plaintiffs were the appoell. 
ants, and the defendant respondent, the appeal 
being against a judgment of His Honour the 
Puigne Judge. 

Sir Henry Berkeley, K.C., and Hon. Mr. 
H. E. Pollock, K.C., inatrnoted by Mr. C. D. 
Wilkinson (of Messrs, Wilkingon and Grist), 
appeared for the appellants, and Mr. M. W. 
Slade, instructed by Mr. G. K. Hall Brutton 
(of Messrs. Brutton and Hett), represented 
the d-fendant. 

After the appellants had concluded their 
argument the Chief Justice intimated that he 
did not wish to hear Mr, Slade (for respondent) 
aud said: Now, this appeal was put to me in 
The balance of probabilities did not 
incline as the learned Puisne Judge thought 
they did and the question put to us first was: 
Was it more likely that the debts were exclusive 
or inclusive ?*Uniess the case can be put higher 
than this the appaal must fail, becsuse it falls 
withia the principle of doubt in the case just 
quoted, and not only fail, but I think, be dismissed. 
I pointed this out to the learned coansel and 
afterwards the ground for appeal was put dowa 
to the fact that the debts could not have 
been excluded. I find it diffienlt to keep 
off the question of probabilities, becuase 
they figured so largely in argument. It s2ems 
to me that the probabitities are that if the vendor 
wished to exclude spacial debts he would have 
inserted paragraphs to that effect in the agree: 
ment, and if he meant to include there was no 
nacessity for sach paragraphs. He did inssrt 
the clause which shows very clearly what was 
in his mind. The accouutant’s evidence agrees 
with this. As to the form of agreement when 
drawn up, that shows that Chan Yam certainly 
had it in his mind to exolude special debts. 
Thers is also the probability that if the par- 
chaser had intended them to be excluded he 
would have asked :— Why did you introdace this 
sentencs? I admit that he might have 
forcibly effected his end by altering ox- 
clusive to inclusive, if defendant agreed, 
but this lea s us to another probability. 
It is more than improbable it seems to me that 
the vendor would have thrown io what was 
called a bad debt for no consideration. We 
know that it was not strictly speaking 
a bad debt, bat only one very much in 
suspense. That there was no consideration for 
it is manifest from plaintiff's own evidence.

id for signbvards, eighty-five per cent for the 
SE asttalian debts Boat other abla at face 
value. It is impossible to give a face ,value 

to these Wa Tai debts, therefore, the 
plaintiff says he was going to get them 
fur potbing, which is highly improbable.

‘The 
probibilities or facts are eatirely with 
defendauts aad ia favoar of exclusion. With 


regard to advertisem ols each party was at 
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liberty to insert one, and an inference had been 
drawn from the fact that tbe debts or rather 
their exclusion was not mentioned. Nor, 
it beremarked, was their 
inference had been drawn from the advertise- 
ment, . 

After referring to other exhibi‘s His Lord. 
ship concluded: I entirely agree with the find. 
ing of the learned Paigne Judge,

I was of opicion that it was made after and, 
therefore, of course, fraudulent, and a forgery, 
and I gave judgment accordingly for the 
defendants with costs. Whatever doubts 
T may have had or am supposed to have 
had on that point at that time, I have none 
now, This opinion was and is mainly based on 
the evidence of the plaintiff himself and his 
witness (the accountant). The plaintiff stated 
that previous to the date of the agreement the 
parties had not consulted and arranged that an 
account was to be made ont that the price agreed 
upon excluded these debts, and it is obvions 
that the plaintiff was a party to that agreement. 
Further where the plaintiff goes ia to give 
reasons for such exclusion, that the Wah Tai 
had a counter claim for $15,000 against the 
Wah Sing Loong, and they were evidently in 
fear and trembling that that claim might be 
successful and in that case their claim against 
the Wah Tai would he swamped and the Wah 
Hing Loong would be ruined. The accountant 
stated that he drew up exhibits and deducted 
~ the Fung Shing debts (which of course includes 
the Wah Tai defendants, as both stand on the 
same footing so far as this case is concerned) 
and he further states that on that basis the 
agreement was drawn up. It is, therefore, 
clear that up to the date of the execution of 
the assignment or possibly a short time before, 
the plaintiff had 
these defendants. He then 
mind at the twelfth hour. T must say if the 
case had ended there and there was no farther 
appearance on behalf of the defendants I should 
have to give judgment for the plaintiffs ; [ 
should havedune so with great reluctance. Uf 
course what happened was that when the 
plaintiff began to thiuk that these debts had 
some value he, with his accountant, altered the 
assignment, On the appeal Mr. Pollock laid 
stress on certain exhibits. One was the advertiss- 
ments inserted by the plaintiffs and defendants 
respectively, and it is true that they contain 
no reference to the exclusion of these debts, 
and it was, therefore, argued that this was 
evidence in favour of the contention that the 
alteration was made in the assignment 
befora execation, As to the exhibit 4, this 
had been characterised either directly or in- 
ferentially by the defendant and his witnesses 
asa forgery. Mr. Pollock argued on this 
point thatit was highly improbable the plaia- 
tiffs should have unnecessarily gone in for 
forgery. on such o large scale and pressed 
the point that there was no object or reason 
for usuch : forgery and, therefore, that, if the 
Cot rt cameo the conclusion that exhibit 4 was 
no-a forgery, this would throw such discredit 
on, the evidence for the defendant as a whole 
th tthe court could not hold that the assign - 
ment was a forgery, as it would ba, if the 
defendants’ contention was correct. Although

Mr. P. W. Goldring (of Mesars. Goldring 
and Barlow; appeared for the plaintiff, and 
Mr. A. Holborow (of Messra. Deacon, Looker 
and Deacon) for the defendant. 

Mr. Goldring said the plaintiff wasa merchant 
who dealt particularly in molasses, and on April 
3rd he entered into a contract with the defund- 
ant for the sale of 374 cases. The terms of the 
contract were that delivery was to be taken by 
April 30th, when the price was to be paid. On 
May 2nd delivery was not taken, aid a letter 
was written to the defendants calling upon them 
to take delivery within seven days. On May 
8th, as the goods were still on plaintiff's hands, 
notice was given to d-fendant’s go.icitor that ths 
goods would be sold by auction. Delivery not 
being taken then, the goods ware gold by auction 
the result being the loss shown in the writof 
summons. Mr. Goldring submitted that in the 
absence of any special defence being raised, the 
defendant's solicitor was not entitled to raise 
one now,

NU TENDERS FOR THE LUTTARY. 

Last Thursday was the day appointed for 
Opening tenders for the Santa Casa da 
Misericordia Lottery Monopoly, but not a single 
tender was received. Hang Wo, the present 
farmer, runs the business up to November. 
It is evident that the Macao lottery monopoly 
is not the profitable concern it was a few 
years ago. 

THE FANTAN MONOPOLY. 

The new far-tan farmers took «aver the 
monopoly yesterday, Business tas been far 
from flonrishiog in the jan-tan shops lately 
owing to the large exodus of people in 
consequence of the plague scare. Seven of the 
sixteen houses have now been closed. Bat the 
new farmers are to pay the Government 
$150,000 a year for the monopoly, whch 
works out at $50,0 U per house if only nine 
houses are maintained. Evidently fun-tan is 
a profitable gams—for the banker! 

CHINESE MERCHANTS AND THE NEW TAXES, 

A deputation of Chinese merchants waited 
upon H. E. the Governor a few days ago and 
represented the demoralising effect of the new 
“business taxes” on the trade of the Colony. 
What will be the upshot of thess representations 
Iam not able to say. but the Government 
should be in a position by this time to see 
that this “ business tax” is a monumental 
piece cf folly and the sooner it is abolished 
the better for the prosperity of trade in the 
Colony. 


THE MIDDLEMAN IN CHINA. 


One of the weakest poiats in the position of the 
foreiyn man of bu:iness in (-bina, is his utter 
and unavoidable dependence on nutive luter- 
mediaries for the carrying on of his transactions 
with the people of the country. This helplessness 
is not, of course, by any means confioed to the 
business man. Well. whatever our vocations 
may be, have to lock tu our native hangers-on 
for assistanve in carrying ou oar daily life. Aud 
we do so, while fully conscious that we have to 
pay, directly or indirectly, for that assistance a 
good deal more than the stipulated wage. Tako, 
for instance, merely the running of a household. 
Foreigners have. we believe, made the experi- 
ment of purchasing their own meat, vege- 
tables, groceries, and the Jike, with a 
view tu saving tho extra expenditure supposed 
to b3 involved by utilising a middleman in the 
shape of the boy or the cook. But it is, after, 
all, extremely doubtful whether the hypothetical 
saving can really be effected; and it is, at the 
same time, almost certain thut the vexration and 
worry of diract dealings with Chiovse petty 
trad gmer, are cheaply ransomed at tha sost of 
the oovk’s brokerage or the boys “rqueezs.” As 
a matter «f common knowledge, a native will 
uot sell to a foreiguer any article what- 
ever at as low s rate as he will toac mpatriot. 


It is quite useless to complain about the injustice

of such favouritism ; differential tariffs of the 
kind exit all over the Far East and, for that 
matter, all over Asia. Even foreigners are not all 
treated alike, The ¢aipan is bled more frealy than 
his clerk, the coneul than his assistant. The 
motto * Noblesse oblige” is current in Cathay. 
Probably all classes of lay Europeans pay more 
for the necessaries of life than any missionary. 
Aud all of us, from chiefs of princely houses 
downwards, find sooger or later, for our. 
owo comfort and advantage, whether in 
household matters or ia more important affairs, 
; ¥e are absolutely compelled to rely on native. 
zo-betweens for the transaction of business. 
No familiarity with the language, no intimate 
acquaintance with the manners and customs of 
the people, makes the slightest difference. The 
Chinese are accustomed to (he use of middleman ; 
it is part of their social system ; and middlemen 
they willhave. Luckily we have here todo with 
& people whose honesty in business trans- 
actions may be called proverbial. Britons 
tested it thoroughly during the opium war 
seventy years ago and on many an occasion 
since, “Squeezing” there is; it is another 
.8ocial peculiarity of the Chinese, It is so 
much a necessity that it may be said to be taken 
in a manner 
legi:imatised. No money, itis well understood, 
can pass thorugh the hands of compradore or 
shroff, of cook, or coolie, without a percentage 
sticking on the way. But the percentage is 
practically uniform aud has come to be classed 
tacitly as a recognised brokerage, and the 
amount can scarcely ever be said to be other 
tian reasonable.-—Foochow Echo. 


‘EXT OF THE FRANCO-JAPANESE

with the disabilities that have practically put 
Newchwang out of the trae so far, The Tairen 
(Dalny) Customs is to be opened on the Ist July, 
and in order to assist in that the South Man- 
churian Railway has agreed not to transport goods 
beyond Kwan without a certificate stating 
that duty has been paid, the customs tariff, atc., 
being the same as at Newchwang. The consum- 
mation of these arrangements will be watched 
it. Sarees direct shipmenta to Newchwang to 
be resumed.
